Lamar admit- 
ted giving the Interview, but empha- 
tically denied any suggestion from him 
that could be construed Into advising 
assassination or murder. He said that 
although Judge Swayne is known to 
be the most lawless man In Florida, 
he had remained secure from bodily 
harm.

saw the body of Louis lying dead with 
no clothes on. He observed a sheet 
which had blood on it for a spec* 
about eighteen Inches square. When 
be returned at 10: SO on another visit 
the sheet was wet and the blood had 
been washed away. He noticed two 
"E" shaped bruises on the right of 
the abdomen, evidently made by blows 
from a strap with a brass buckle on 
it, also eight or ten bruises on each 
arm, 
most of them fresh wounds. 


Harvey Grlsby, a citizen of Napa, 


testified that he was In "B" ward on 
the afternoon of December 26th and 
that he saw a fierce struggle between 
Attendants Shanahan and 
Retxman 


and the patient. Louis was down and 
one held him at the head and the oth- 
er at the feet. Under a rigid cross ex- 
amination from K. E. Johnston for tho 
dpfenne, the witness said he did not 
nee the attendant* Jump on the breast 
of Louis, but he was not present dur- 
ing ail the struggle.' 


Dr. Stlce stated that nearly all of 


the ribs of Louis were found broken 
on examination of the body after his 
ileath.

Florida, and almost as many as in Louisiana and North 
Caroline. If It Is wicked down there It Is wicked up here. 
And unless a Republican congress is willing to wipe out 
one or'two Massachusetts congressmen, It will not venture 
to rob the south of nineteen.

uary II, Until Some 80 Cars 


Had Been Delivered 


Notwithstanding the fact that the 


evening paper and EX B. Yerington 
have dented the report that the Vir- 
ginia 8t Truckee railroad issued an or- 
der on Wednesday, January llth, that 
no more commercial freight with the 
exception of food-, stuffs and provis- 
ions would be received by that com- 
pany until some eighty cars then on 
the road had been delivered to the C. 
A C., The Journal is In a position to 
nay that the order was made. The 
Journal did not state how long this 
order would be In effect and it may 
now be void. 


A. H. Rising, Acting District Freight 


and Passenger Agent of the Southern 
Pacific Company, stated 
yesterday 


that on January llth, the Virginia A 
Truckee railroad had over eighty cars 
cars of freight on its road and Issued 
an order refusing to take any freight 
bound for the mining country during 
that day. 
The order included all 


kinds of freight. 
This order, how- 


ever, lasted only during January 11, 
and after that date it was void. 
At 


the present time, however, and since 
the first of December, the Virginia & 
Truckee railroad has not been hauling 
any freight for the Carson & Colo- 
'rado railroad, with . the exception of 
food stuffs, provisions, wearing ap- 
parrel and all thing* necessary for 
the life and comfort of man and beast. 


The company will continue to haul 


this kihd of freight, but other commer- 
cial freight. Including lumber, hard- 
ware, etc., which is bound ' for. the 
towns in the mining district, will not 
be hauled.
